Listing Corn.

Listing corn, in my opinion, is far 
superior try planting by tho old way, 
either with hoe or planter, for many 
reasons. One advantage in listing com 
in, it is unnecessary to first plow, then 
barrow tho ground, aa is tho old cus¬ 
tom. You cau enter upon an oat or 
wheat stubble with a lister, and the 
w hglo work is completed by once going 
overdo field. 

Another* advantage that Bating corn 
has over “the old way" is, it is put so 
deep iu tho ground it is not so easily 
dried oqt or tho dry weather does not 
affect it so readily. Again, in listing 
corn if is left in shallow trenches so 
that when tho operation of cultivating 
goes on tin* fresh, moist soil is thrown 
toward uud around tho corn, greatly 
improving its growth. *

CO-OPERATIVE AGRICULTURE. 

Over twenty-eight hundred Ontario 
farmers have reee^fcd material and 
instructions for conducting tests upon 
their ownDgms during the present 
season* iPfiese includeyoung men who 
have attended the Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, successful and painstaking far¬ 
mers who have experimented previous¬ 
ly, and others who aro undertaking 
the work for the first time. 

About two thousand experimenters 
liavo conducted satisfactory experi¬ 
mental work within the past ten years. 
Of this number over two hundred have 
furnished good reports for at least three 
different years, and some for five, six, 
and even nine years. These little 
experiment stations form object lessons 
in nearly every neighborhood in the 
province, the influence of which can 
never be correctly estimated. To give 
some idea of this influence, I quote tho 
following from reports sent in by 
experimenters: 

‘•I get much benefit from my ex¬ 
periments and my plots are visited by 
neighbors every year.” 

“ As a result of my experiments I 
raise more bushels to the acre and 
make more money on ray farm.” 

** Looking at it from a financial 
point of view', my neighbors have 
received benefit from my experimental 
work to the amount of a good many 
hundred dollars.” 

This system of experimental work 
in agriculture, which centers at the 
Agricultural College and operates 
through the medium of the Experi¬ 
mental union, is being enlarged and 
improved from year to year. A study 
of the fertility of the soil on different 
farms, and of the relative merits of 
promising varieties of agricultural 
crops for different sections, are the 
main subjects under experiment on 
about twelve thousand plots this year. 
There are in all nineteen distinct 
experiments, which embrace the agri¬ 
cultural crops grown on about nine 
tenths of the cultivated land of On¬ 
tario. The demand has been greatest 
for experiments with oats, spring 
wheat, peas, corn and mangels. 

We could still furnish a number ef 
applicants with a package of each of 
six leading varieties of corn, which 
forms a valuable test for farmers who 
are anxious to ascertain which varie¬ 
ties of corn are best adapted to .the 
soil of their own particular farms.

Very few 
doubletrees ure* 4 uudo with three holes 
iu thorn ou a lino, os will bo /&eeu in 
Fig. A. They arc of tenor made as iu Fig. 
13, ho that the strain will not ho so lia¬ 
ble to split tho wood. Yon seldom over 
soo one niado us iu Fig. C, yet ono is 
occasionally made iu this way with 
rigid attachment. 

Now let us look at them closely. 
When tho three holes uro ou a line, it 
matters not which horse is ahead, Loth 
pull un equal share of the load, as will 
be seen by Fig. D, wberfi both ends riro 
equal.

This is shown in 
Fig. E. Should the sides of this double* 
tree be reversed the horse that goes 
uhtfad will have tho short cud and will 
he pulling tho greater part of the load, 
as in Fig. F. Should yoff bo unfortuuute 
enough to have a doubletree like Fig. O 
it will be seen by glancing- at Fig. O 
that tho horse which is behind not only 
enjoys being behind time, but he is by 
his laziness compelling his mate to pull 
the groater -share of tho load. I give 
these figures for the boys on tho farm to 
ponder over. Those lessons will not only 
ho found interesting, but will bo valu¬ 
able for any one to know who has to 
work with horses, says a practical farm¬ 
er, who expresses the foregoing idea* in’ 
the Iowa Homestead. 


How to Disinfect the Pruning Knife. 

The Country Gentleman quotes Pro¬ 
fessor M. B. Waite in regard to disin¬ 
fecting tho pruning knife used in cut¬ 
ting out.wood diseased by pear blight, 
as follows: 

“The solution to bo used in disinfect¬ 
ing the pruning knifo is tho carbolic 
acid solution, which is doubtless the 
best for this purptoo. It Is made by 
shaking up the acid, preferably the 
crystalline form, in a bottle with wa¬ 
ter. Tho solution should contain about 
5 per cent of the acid. A piece of c*oth 
or a sponge should be fastened inside 
the vessel coutaTiiiaig the solution, and 
each time the knife is used it should be 
wipe<f%n this cloth or sponge. A solu¬ 
tion of ordinary chloride of lime is also 
good for disinfecting the knife. It 
should contuin about 2 or 3 per c ent of 
tho chloride of lime. Another solution 
which can be used for this purpose is 
corrosive sublimate (mercuric chloride). 
A solution containing one-tenth of 1 
per cent would be sufficiently strong. 
Tablets containing sufficient corrosive 
sublimate for a quart of water can be 
obtained at almost uuy drug store.”

) Mob of bar positions, and a rsvo 
threatening at boms tba outoomo of 
Iba war with the Unltsd State* may prove 
of far reaching consequence to bar. The 
first battle, which took plaoa in Manilla 
l Sunday morning, I* looked upon 
by many m tha beginning of tba and. The 
Amerioan fleet under Commodore Dewey 
oDgaged the Spanish fleet in the Philllpine 
Island* and all but annihilated them. The 
Spaniards lost three of their ships by Are 
and souttled a number of others to prevent 
them falling into the bands of the victor¬ 
ious Americans. The Spaniards exhibited 
great bravery in the aotion but their ships 
or the*gans were no match for those of the 
Americans. While it is reported that the 
oommander of the forts at Manilla has sur¬ 
rendered it is not generally believed and 
Commadore Dewey's victory may bo of 
very questionable value. The Spaniards 
lost about 400 men in the engagement, 
while the Amerioan loss is placed at 200, 
and several of their ships were badlv dam¬ 
aged The whereabouts of the Spanish 
fleet, wbioh was stationed oft Cape Verde, 
is still a mystery and theft line of action a 
matter of much oonjeoture. 

The situation of affairs in Spain is seri 
ous Kiotiug is general and cival war is 
feared. The nation is heavily in debt and 
its credit away below par. The Spaniards 
are in no position to carry on war, aud suf¬ 
fering ana want will be the portion of a 
large number of its inhabitants for a long 
time to como. The greater part of Span¬ 
ish exports found their way to Caba, the 
Philippine Island* and Porto Rico, and now 
that hostilities havo broken out this source 
of revenue is'out off from them, entailing 
nmoh suffering and lose on an already 
impoverished people. 

It is rumored that overtures aro now 
boing made looking towards the early 
termination of the war. Cuba may bo 
oeded to tho United States, but Spain will 
refuso to pay any war indemnity. As a 
matter of fact she is unable to do so. The 
aid of the Powers will likoly bo invoked to 
arrange peace. 

1 HE PHILIPPINES. 

The eyes of the world aro contred on the 
Philippine Inlando at present. Though the 
lulaudd arc rightly classed as Spanish pos 
sessions, Spain has never possessed them 
to u deg red sufficient to influence the char¬ 
acter of the sooiu.1 conditions -of tho vast 
mass of their inhabitants beyond impress¬ 
ing n certain proportion cf them with a 
faint understanding of Catholic Christian 
ity, says a writer in tho New York Ilerald. 
Spain has never had a grasp over anything 
more tlmn the towns and villages which 
b&ve spruflfc up at their bidding and just so 
much additional land as was necessary for 
their troops to stand upou. Spanish rule 
only continues because the natives, many 
triues of whom have never been conquered, 
have not possesoc-d suflicieut powor of or¬ 
ganization to plan a successful revolt. 
The tribes in the northern part of the 
island of Luzou havo always b.-eu indepen¬ 
dent. 

Manilla is merely u fortuitous assem¬ 
blage of Asi&io people brought together by 
a small (ruction of a European contingent, 
wherein the Spaniards predominate in 
numbers aud the Anglo-b&xons in influ 
ence. In the summer months the heat 
during the greater part of tho day is so in 
tenso that tlu Europeans frequently turn 
blc ovor with heat apoplexy. Even the 
Spaniards do their business in the early 
hours of the day, whiling away tho heat of 
the day in oleep. Late in tho afternoon 
Manilla begins to awake. 

The Malay girls are usually very pretty, 
with languishing eyes, shaded by* long 
lushes and supple figures, whoso graceful 
lines are revealed by their thin clothing. 
In fine weather their bare feet are thrust 
into light gold embroidered slippers^ In 
wet weather they raise themselves on high 
clogs, which necessitate a very becoming 
swinging of the haunches. 

There is not a bonnet to be seen. 
Women of the better clauses affect laces 
and flowers, thoue of the lower wear their 
own hair flowing down their backs, in a 
long, blue black wave. 

All classes without exception, wear over 
the it iff starched kerchiefs, which decor¬ 
ously oover tho bosorn, a crucifix and a 
relic of some sort in a bag. Jowellory is 
profusely worn. Every woman sparkles 
with bracelets, tarings and chains. Many 
of the males are similarly caparisoned. 
The reason is no. far to seek. Thieves are 
many and houses are inescure. It is better 
to curry your property about with you than 
have it at the meroy of the robber.

None tif the Philippine lsluuds oiler any 
inducement to the temporary sojourner, 
sayo for natural beauty of scenery. The 
government is mediaeval, and foreigners 
are discouraged us much as possible. Ow¬ 
ing to tho tedious Custom House regula¬ 
tions tiic obligation of ovory person to pro- 
( cure and carry on their person a document 
of identity, the requirement of a purport 
I j enter ami other to leave the islands, the 
absent 'j of railways ami hotels in the in¬ 
terior, and the personal insecurity and 
difficulty of travelling, tho Phillippines 
have not beeu favorite resorts of tourists 
and globe trotters. Probably not llfteen 
thousand Hpai.iards, or people of puro 
Spanish blood, liuvo even a passing resi¬ 
dence throughout its whole extent, indeed, 
of tho eight million that inhabit the I’hiilip- 
pine Islands, all the foreigners whatsoever, 
whether.Euopenn or Chinese, do not alto¬ 
gether make up a hundredth part. 

Two races of aboriginal inhabitants are 
the chief oocapants of the islands. The 
loast important is a racs of little negroes, 
with wool heads and sooty skint', whouwthe 
Spaniards call Ngritos. The other and 
more conoidoiable uro a brown complex- 
ioned people, with long, lank hair, who are 
closely akin to tho Malays. They are sub 
divided into many varieties, all with the 
same general character, but with tribal 
differences. 

Tho moat important ptrsonsgc is the 
Cm& or Bp&nMi Priest, and tho municipal 
rule is really in his bands. The villagers 
are said to be devout children of the Cath¬ 
olic church which they have adopted, 
though often tho superstitions cf the 
earlier life peep through the outward sem¬ 
blance of Catholicism. 

Next to the church the greatest Sunday 
and holiday resort in a Philippine village 
is the cockpit, and much interest is evinced 
in the fights between the birds, tbe betting 
sometimes running very high, often involv¬ 
ing tho ruin of the loser, though he rarely 
if ever shirks tho payments of his bets. It 
is claimed that many a respectable Malay 
patet fainilia8 has been scon escaping from 
amid the ruins of his burning home, bear¬ 
ing away in his arms his favorito bird, 
while wife and children were left to shift 
for themselves. 

Tbe diet of the Philippines has some¬ 
thing to do undoubtedly with their gentle 
and non-aggressive qualities. r I hey eschew 
opium and spirituous liquors. Their chief 
sustenance morning, noon amj^ night is rice. 
The rice crop seldom fails not merely to 
support the population, but to leave a large 
margin for export. Famine, that hideous 
shadow which broods over so many a rice 
subsisting population, is uuknown here. 
Even scarcity is of rare occurence. In the 
worst of years hardly a sack of grain has to 
be imported._ 

The United Staten has a population of 
72,800,000 or more than 5 per cent of the 
entire population of North and Bouth 
America. The population of Bpain is 
about 18,000,000; of Spain and her 
colonies about 25,000,000.
